Wholesale 
prices 
increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Increases in 
the cost of grain and crude oil pushed up 
wholesale prices 0.8 per cent in August, 
marking the first time since last year 
that wholesale prices have risen for two 
consecutive months, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
The grain and oil increases 
foreshadowed still further increases in 
food and fuel prices for the nation’s con- 
i 
sumers, once the boosts are passed along 
from the wholesale level. 
In a simultaneous report, the Labor 
Department said the nation’s unemploy­ 
ment rate — which had declined earlier 
in the summer — held steady at 8.4 per 
cent in August. In real terms, 7.8 million 
Americans were out of work last 
month. 
The increase in wholesale prices was 
less than the 1.2 per cent rise in July but 
still pushed the annual rate to a near 
double-digit level of 9.6 per cent. 
The index last registered back-to-back 
increases in October and November, 
1974. 
The Wholesale Price Index now stands 
at 176.7, compared to a 1967 base of 100. 
This means that a representative sample 
of commodities sold in wholesale 
markets rose in price from $100 eight 
years ago to $176.70 last month. 
Although wholesale prices increased 2 
per cent over the last two months, it was 
still softer than the trend late last year 
when wholesale farm and industrial 
prices were increasing at a rate better 
than 20 per cent annually. 
In addition to the August wholesale in­ 
crease for crude petroleum, controls on 
domestic oil prices expired last Monday 
and drivers will have to dig even deeper 
into pocketbooks at service station 
pumps as the two factors are reflected at 
the retail level. 
The decline in farm products and foods 
and the increase in industrial com­ 
modities took seasonal factors into ac­ 
count. On an unadjusted basis, whole­ 
sale prices rose 0.6 per cent. 


3 killed in 
London Hilton 
Hotel bombing 


LONDON (UPf) — A bomb exploded 
near about 100 guests at the 30-story 
Hilton Hotel today, turning the lobby into 
a horrifying scene of blood, smoke, and 
debris. 
Police said three persons were killed 
and nearly 40 wounded, 18 of them 
seriously. One of the wounded lost a leg. 
The others were left dazed and in a 
state of shock. 
One American, James McDonald of 
Boca Raton, Fla., was wounded and in­ 
terned in nearby St. George’s hospital. 
His injuries were not disclosed. 
Among those treated and released 
were French pop singer Claude Francois 
and three Americans, Martin Reitzen of 
Crestwood, Mich., Joseph Collins of 
Fairfax, Va., and Brig. Gen. Joseph Cap- 
pucci of Falls Church, Va. 
Authorities believe the bomb was 
placed by a breakaway faction of the 
Irish Republican Army, suspected of a 
series of recent bomb attacks in London 
and its suburbs. 
Army bomb experts, using a robot fir­ 
ing explosive bullets, set off a second 
device in the lobby that burst with a muf­ 
fled explosion. 
An anonymous caller with an Irish ac­ 
cent telephoned a newspaper at 11:59 
a.m. and said a bomb would explode in 10 
minutes — the usual IRA warning. The 
explosion came at 12:20 p.m. 


Kennecott building 
bombed in Salt Lake 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - A bomb 
exploded today in a 17th floor restroom 
of the Kennecott Building. Members of 
the “ Weather Underground’’ said the 
blast was in retaliation for what they 
termed the copper company’s role in the 
downfall and death of Chile’s Salvador 
Allende. 
The explosion, which followed three 
warning calls to the news media in Salt 
Lake City and San Francisco, caused an 
estimated $40,000 to $50,000 damage to 
the offices of Kennecott’s Utah Copper 
Division. No one was hurt. 
The blast came six days before the se­ 
cond anniversary of the death of Chilean 
President Salvador Allende, shot Sept. 
11, 1973, during a military-led coup. 
Allende nationalized Kennecott’s proper­ 
ties in the South American nation. 
The bomb, which city police and fire 
e 


jators said was placed in a metal 
inside a women’s restroom, went 
off at 12:37 a.m. It knocked down con­ 
crete walls, shredded plaster ceilings 
and ripped up wiring and plumbing.

City's river park site 
being utilized as dump

The northern end of the city’s planned 
Santa Ynez River Park, including 
acreage set aside in the park master plan 
as natural area with equestrian and hik­ 
ing trails and a 50-acre motorcycle area, 
is being used as a dump. 
Despite no dumping signs and or­ 
dinances prohibiting littering private 
property, the banks of the dry river are 
being heaped with a varied collection of 
household garbage, old refrigerators and 
water softeners, broken toys, yard clipp­ 
ings. metal and concrete remnants of old 
buildings and their foundations, piles of 
horse manure and asphalt, auto bodies, 
seats and fenders, old aluminum siding, 
cardboard crates and other debris. 
The heavily littered area is on the 
north and south side of McLaughlin Road 
where it crosses the riverbed. The 240- 
acre park area follows the river bed and 
stretches from north of McLaughlin to 
south of Highway 246. Only a 45-acre 
wedge of high bank land midway in the 
narrow park is slated for intensive 
development. 


The city owns all of this property, but 
the property is not within the Lompoc’s 
incorporated limits. So, the Lompoc 
Police Dept, does not enter the area. The 
Santa Barbara Sheriff’s Dept, does res­ 
pond to complaints about firearms use or 
other infractions in the area, but a 
spokesman said the sheriffs never 
received any complaints about litter. 
Neither law enforcement agency feels 
that antilitter patrols would be either an 
efficient or effective way to correct the 


problem. 
The two-man County Refuse Inspec­ 
tor’s office is the county agency respon­ 
sible for dealing with dumping problems 
such as this. But according to Leon 
Smith, county refuse control officer, all 
his agency is capable of doing is answer­ 
ing citizen complaints about unlawful 
dumping. And, Smith said, no one ever 
files complaints to him about dumping in 
this area either. 
“ It’s the city’s property and they are 
responsible for it,’’ Smith said. “ But the 
county would never sue the city.” 
“ Actually, it’s in the jurisdiction of the 
Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s Dept.,” 
said a Lompoc Police Dept, spokesman. 
“ It’s really not a police problem,” 
answered a Sheriff’s Dept, sergeant. 
Penalties for littering under county 
law are strict enough, Smith said. You 
can get a maximum $500 fine and six 
months in jail for a litter conviction. But 
the problem is getting the conviction. 
“ That’s a toughie out there,” assessed 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson. 
“ You’ve got to catch the guy.” 
Davidson and Smith said that litter 
convictions can only be won when there 
is an eye witness to the littering incident. 
Since no city or county authorities make 
patrols in the area, this means that 
citizens must report seeing other 
citizens littering if the laws are to be en­ 
forced. 


Unfortunately, Smith said, many peo­ 
ple are afraid of reprisals if they testify 
that they saw their neighbors littering. 
Also, often the only people in the river 
bottom area who might witness litter- 


bugs in action have driven down there to 
drop off piles of garbage themselves. 
Both the city and the state have posted 
no dumping signs in the area (part of the 
land is the state-owned right of way for 
the defunct Lompoc Bypass Freeway). It 
hasn’t seemed to work 
According to city Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Superintendent Jack Anderson, 
when city crews were posting the signs, 
“ some guy came right up along side 
those no dumping signs and dropped a 
pool table off. Well, at least we caught 
him.” 
Not all of the debris in the area could 
have been dumped by a housewife or 
even by a crew with a pickup truck. Ac­ 
cording to City Public Works Director 
Barry Gustafson, massive chunks of con­ 
crete and other building material rubble 
was deposited in the park area “ probably 
by a contractor of some type. I hope it 
wasn’t one of our contractors. We 
haven’t told anyone to do that.” 
Some city officials suspect that much 
of the dumping is being done by county 
area residents. City residents enjoy free, 
seven-day use of the Lompoc City Land­ 
fill. but county residents have to pay at 
least $2, even at the closest county dump 
near Santa Ynez. 


“ The only remedy for this kind of thing 
is keeping them out, so I’m recom­ 
mending that we put up a fence,” 
Davidson said. The fence, he said, would 
run along both sides of McLaughlin 
Road. Whether local citizens and con­ 
tractors will respect such a fence any 
more than they have local laws and 
signs remains to be seen. 
Animal control before commission

control of animals in residential zones. 


Monday may be another booming ex­ 
ample of the same thing. The commis­ 
sion will hold a public hearing on 
“ Regulating the keeping and maintain­ 
ing of certain animals within the city.” 
Up for consideration are proposed 
prohibitions on wild animals and rep­ 
tiles; restrictions on the keeping of bees;

and restrictions on the keeping of horses 
and mules, cows and goats; fowl and rab­ 
bits. 
The crowing rooster, that brash bit of 
rural Americana, is out or so the new or­ 
dinance would legislate; bees would be 
moved a specified distance from homes 
and new emphasis would be placed on 
sanitation in animal pens, enclosures and 
cages. 
The proposals came about because of 
citizen complaints, according to Mike 
Kaufman, urban planner in the city’s 
community development department. 
Bees have come under fire and so have 
horses and roosters. The area has 
reached that time, observers noted when 
some adjustments have to be made to 
stabilize the delicate balance between the 
pastoral life of the rural scene and the 
cosmopolitan sophistication of city life. 
There are some exceptions and one is 
significant: “ Upon obtaining a special 
temporary use permit as provided for in 
the zoning regulations, animals may be 
kept in the R-l, residential zone of the 
city — for 4-H, FFA or approved 
educational or scientific projects.” 
However, the proposed ordinance 
stipulates that the uses cannot “con­ 
stitute a nuisance to the neighborhood or

a menace to public safety,’ and animal 
enclosures must be maintained clean and 
sanitary. 
The commission would prohibit the 
keeping of wild or dangerous animals or 
reptiles; and would prohibit bee hives 
within 1,000 feet of habitation. 
Horses, mules, cows, and goats would 
be restricted to residential agriculture 
zones, to residential parcels of one acre 
or more or to parcels designated “ open 
space." 
The crowing rooster would be illegal 
and there would be a limit of “ 25 
domestic fowl, rabbits, chinchillas or 
birds, fowl or animals, or more 
than 25 of any combination thereof upon 
any lot or parcel of land within the city 
other than any land zoned for such uses. ” 


State unemployment 
rate up slightly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Califor- 
nia unemployment rate crept up from 
10.1 to 10.2 per cent in August, the state 
announced today. 
The Employment Development 
Department said the actual number of 
persons looking for work decreased by 
85,000. 
“ However, when the unemployment 
rate is adjusted to allow for the seasonal 
rise in employment expected at this time 
of year, the result shows a slight in­ 
crease,” said Martin Glick, director of 
the department. 


Member of Manson family 
points pistol, subdued 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A woman member of the Charles Manson family aimed a 
loaded pistol at President Ford today, but a Secret Service agent threw her to the 
ground before she could fire at point-blank range The President was unhurt. 
Afterwards, the President was hustled 
inside the Capitol for the meetings with 
Brown and the legislators. 
Irene Morrison. 28. Sacramento, said 
she was standing next to the woman as 
the President was passing and “ he 
(Ford) had just shook my hand.” 
She said a friend of hers, Linda 
Worlow, 27, saw the pistol in the purse 
carried by the woman. 
“ Linda fell to the ground when she saw 
the gun She knew what was happening.” 
she said. 
She said the Worlow woman’s action 
alerted security agents around Ford and 
they rushed in just as the woman had 
taken the pistol out of her handbag. 
Another eyewitness said he saw the 
woman standing along Ford’s route. 
“She looked very calm.” he said “ He 
was taking the hand of the person next to 
her and then went over to shake her 
hand. And he saw this gun — the gun is 
what he saw. I think the President saw 
the gun before anyone — he saw the gun 
first and he put his hand up and he 
hunched over.” 
Roy Miller, 50. Hayward, Calif., said 
he. too, was standing near the woman 
and that Ford “ looked alarmed, 
frightened, and he hunched over.” 
The woman, identified as Lynn Alice 
Fromme, 26. Sacramento, was wrestled 
down by agent Larry Buendorf. She was 
disarmed and rushed off to police 
headquarters in the back of a squad car. 
The President was hustled into the 
California state Capitol. 
The woman is a member of the 
terrorist Manson group and is know to 
California police by the alias “ Squeaky. ” 
Manson, head of the cult, is serving a 
life prison term for the 1969 murder of 
actress Sharon Tate and six other 
persons. He was convicted in \V l\ niter n 
lengthy trial in Los Angeles. 
As she was wrestled to the ground the 
woman screamed: “ He’s not your ser­ 
vant.” 
The woman, who was not immediately 
identified, had red hair under a red 
turban and a long red dress. She is white 
and appeared to be in her late 20s. 
The President was quickly hustled 
away by security forces and clearly was 
unharmed. 
The incident occurred about 10:05 a m 
PDT as Ford was on his way to meet 
Calif. Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr in the 
Capitol before a scheduled address to a 
joint session of the state legislature near 
the end of a two-day West Coast trip 
filled with political appearances. 
Ford had been making his way along a 
line of hundreds of greeters, reaching out 
to shake hands with many of them on a 
beautiful sunny morning, and the 
woman’s action shocked the crowd. 
Some witnesses and police officers 
said they thought the woman had a 45- 
caliber pistol. 
The assailant was led away from the 
scene by police within a few minutes. 
Before that, she shouted, “ He’s not 
your servant” in reference to Ford. 
She told police, “ Easy. guys. Don’t 
batter me. The gun didn’t go off. Easy 
guys. I’m still. The gun didn’t go off.” 
Observers said that 20 minutes before 
the incident, the woman, carrying a 
large red purse, wandered onto the con­ 
crete walkway in the palm tree-lined 
garden surrounding the Capitol. Police 
moved her back behind the restraining 
lines. 
After she was subdued, three police of­ 
ficers pushed her into the back seat of a 
city police cruiser and whisked her to the 
nearby Hall of Justice. 
As the car drove away, the woman had 
a faint smile on her face and appeared 
calm. 
When the incident occurred, a Secret 
Service officer suddenly reached out and 
grabbed the woman’s arm that held the 
pistol pointing at the President. With a 
quick motion, he shoved her arm straight 
up, pulled it behind her and wrestled her 
and the weapon to the ground. 
After the incident, Ford was hustled 
into the Capitol for the meeting with 
Brown. 
An eyewitness said he saw the woman 
standing along Ford’s route. 
There were about 200 protesters in 
Seattle, some of whom attempted to dis­ 
rupt the President’s speech by banging 
loudly on the locked doors of the hall 
where Ford was addressing a fund­ 
raising luncheon. 
In Portland, Ford was picketed and 
heckled. 
Demonstrators also greeted Ford in 
Sacramento but were not as loud or dis­ 
ruptive as on his previous stops. Two 
members of the American Nazi Party 
walked in front of the Senator Hotel 
where Ford was staying, about one hour 
before the gun incident. 


In earlier appearances Thursday in 
Seattle and Portland, Ore., Ford ran into 
the most vocal demonstrations he has 
seen in many months. 


Bomb threat 
made during 
Ford's talk 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A bomb 
threat against President Ford in 
Sacramento was ignored by the chief ex­ 
ecutive and he addressed a chamber 
packed full of legislators in the state 
capitol as the blast deadline went by 
without incident minutes before noon to­ 
day. 
An unidentified woman telephoned 
United Press International in San Fran­ 
cisco at 11 42 p m PDT and said a 60- 
pound bomb was set to go off at 11:55 
a m PDT in the white, golden-domed 
state capitol. 
The call came an hour and a half after 
a woman unsuccessfully attempted to 
shoot Ford and it ignited a flurry of ac­ 
tivity by security agents who frantically 
searched throughout the building and 
grounds during die speech. But Ford ig­ 
nored the threat and continued to speak 
10 minutes past the blast deadline. 


The woman referred to a letter 
received by UPI and other San Francisco 
news media recently after a bomb was 
exploded in a San Francisco office 
building and one man was injured. The 
letter bore the letterhead of the “ Red 
Guerrilla Family.” which has claimed 
responsibility for a number of bombings 
Kissinger 
gets Senate 
support 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of- 
State Henry Kissinger has received 
strong Senate support for swift con­ 
gressional authorization to use U.S. 
civilian technicians after promising 
Americans would be informed of all U.S. 
commitments in the Egyptian-Israeli ac­ 
cord 
“ The American people will know 
everything we are committed to," Kis­ 
singer told reporters after a three-hour 
meeting with Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee members and at least 18 
other senators. 
Kissinger said all documents would be 
given to the committee Monday. The 
Senate Armed Services Committee has 
scheduled closed hearings on the accord 
Thursday. 
Kissinger made his promise of full dis­ 
closure after Senator Clifford Case. R- 
N.J.. insisted all American commit­ 
ments in the Sinai accord be made 
public “ We could not say America is 
committed to anything that America 
does not know about.” Case told report­ 
ers in the presence of Kissinger. 


Sen. Frank Church. D-Ida . also told 
reporters. “ We insist on full disclosure 
of all the agreements." But asked if he 
expected Kissinger actually would give 
full disclosure. Church said. “ We have 
the word of the secretary. That is all we 
can ask him to give.” 
Church told reporters. “ We want to 
give support to this agreement that is 
one step toward real peace. ” 
Kissinger estimated the accord would 
cost only $1 billion in addition to the U S. 
aid normally authorized by Congress for 
Israel and Egypt. 


Postal service bows 
to public outcry 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Postal 
Service today bowed to public outcry and 
announced a delay in mail rate increases 
until after Christmas. The minimum 
cost of sending a first class letter then 
will go up from 10 cents to 13. 
Postmaster General Benjamin F 
Bailar announced the new rate “ most 
likely” will go into effect the week after 
Christmas, sparing Americans millions 
of dollars in the cost of exchanging holi­ 
day greetings. 
It also means that an already-printed 
Christmas stamp, featuring an angel and 
no price on its face, will cost mailers 10 
cents. The stamps were printed prior to 
the decision on when to effect the in­ 
crease. 
Sharp protests to any preChristmas 
boost had come from the public, 
Congress and the greeting card industry. 
The Postal Service had deficits of $430 
million in fiscal 1974, $825 million in 
fiscal 1975 and is now losing an estimated 
$200 million a month.

White House press secretary 
Hon Nessen said Ford will not 
veto the extension at least until 
tomorrow, and hopes the delay 
will help bring a compromise. 
Ford, in Portland. Ore.. told 
reporters Thursday he under­ 
stood Democratic leaders were 
Sudan coup foiled 
by loyalist troops 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (UPI) 
— Rebel army officers at­ 
tempted a coup d’etat today 
against Sudanese President 
Jaafar Numeiry but were 
crushed within hours by loyalist 
troops. Radio Omdurman an­ 
nounced 
The radio said loyalist troops 
overran the Khartoum Airport 
radio station and other key in­ 
stallations seized by the rebels 
before dawn and "restored 
calm." 
The fate of the coup’s leader, 
identified as Lt. Col. Hassan 
Hussein Osman, was unclear. 
An official radio announce­ 
ment said he had been killed. 
But Sudanese government 
sources later said he had only 
been wounded and was being 
held under guard at a military 
hospital. 
The sources said Osman was

shot three times by one of his 
own soldiers during an ar­ 
gument. They said his condition 
was serious. 
Numeiry emerged from 
seclusion 11 hours after the 
predawn coup and announced 
on nationwide radio the crisis 
was over. 
There were indications, 
however, that some of the 
rebels had escaped. Numeiry 
broadcast an appeal to “ search 
for the enemies of national un­ 
ity” and “ hand them over to the 
nearest police station.” 
He said the plotters were 
Communist-backed and re­ 
ceived “ vast amounts of money 
and help from abroad." He did 
not elaborate. 
It was the second coup at­ 
tempt against Numeiry since he 
himself seized power by force 
in May. 1969. Army officers 
backed by Sudan’s outlawed 
Communist party tried to seize 
power in July, 1971, but were 
defeated after three days. 
Radio Omdurman said the 
plotters this time included 
junior army officers, Com­ 
munists, and members of the 
Moslem Brotherhood, an ex­ 
tremist religious sect outlawed 
in the Sudan and other Arab 
countries. 
The uprising began about 2 
a.m. when the rebels cut off ac­ 
cess to the airp&t and seized i 
r^dio station jgiich they hel 
until they werex)verpowered b 
loyalist troops five hours later. 
In a brief radio broadcast 
shortly after the coup began. 
Osman, its leader, announced 
that Numeiry had been over­ 
thrown and all the state’s main 
governing bodies dissolved. 
He announced an amnesty for 
political prisoners and said the 
aim of his coup was to restore 
independence to the courts and 
universities, establish freedom 
of the press and “ protect the 
country against fascism and es­ 
tablish a true democracy."

located on lines 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
American soldiers working 
with the United Nations Truce 
Supervision Organization have 
been stationed between Arab 
and Israeli lines since 1948, U.S.’ 
officials reported today. 
A State Devartment spokes­ 
man was careful to say these 35 
men were separate from the up 
to 200 U.S. civilians who will be 
manning electronic sensor 
fields in the Gidi and Mitla pas­ 
ses in the Sinai Desert, if 
Congress approves. 
The U.S. troops in the Middle 
East are under direct command 
of the United Nations. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield has opposed 
sending the civilians. He said 
was worried about U.S. involve­ 
ment in Middle East fighting. 
Most other congressional state­ 
ments have supported the 
agreement and the use of 
Americans. 
The State Department said 
the presence of the troops had 
been previously announced, 
although it has not been widely 
reported. 
The State Department also 


disclosed that the United States 
has been flying U2 reconnais­ 
sance flights over the Sinai, in 
response to a 1974 request from 
Israel and Egypt, furnishing in­ 
formation on troop positions to 
both countries and to the U N. 


The first public announce­ 
ment of those flights was an an­ 
nex to the interim Sinai agree­ 
ment Monday saying they 
would continue. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 
the U.S. soldiers are primarily 
involved in communications — 
operating switchboards, tele­ 
printer machines and the like. 
They come from all services 
and are under direct command 
of the United Nations. 
They are stationed in the 
Sinai, on the border of Israel 
and Jordan and Syria and 
Jordan, on the Lebanese side of 
the Lebanon-Israel border, in 
Jerusalem. Amman and any­ 
where else the UN operates. 
The primary jobs of all the 
U N. troops are to oversee the 
cease-fire lines and check viola­ 
tion reports They have not had 
much success. 
Veteran home loan 
legislation okayed 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Controversial legislation which 
could result in creation of first- 
ever income limits for Califor­ 
nians seeking veterans’ home 
loans have won final legislative 
approval from the Senate. 


The bill (SB1171) by Sen. Nic 
olas C. Petris, D-Oakland, was 
sent to Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. Thursday on a 21-14 vote to 
accept Assembly amendments. 
The measure would establish 
a “ preference list” of which 
veterans should get priorities in 
obtaining state-sponsored home 
loans whenever funds run short, 
which is frequently. 
“ This totally changes the 
thrust of the veterans’ 
program,’’ objected Sen. 
George Zenovich, D-Fresno. 
“ The thrust of this program 
was always that any veteran 
who served in time of war was 
eligible for a loan, regardless of 
his income.”

Manhattan Supreme Court jus­ 
tice Thursday gave billionaire 
Howard Hughes two weeks to 
prove he’s not dead. 
Justice Bernard Nadel issued 
a show cause order directing 
Hughes, who is seldom seen in 
public, to state by Sept. 17 why 
he should not be declared legal­ 
ly dead. 
“ I think we re going to smoke

Kurtz is a stockholder in the 
California airline Air West, 
acquired by the Hughes empire 
in 1969. He brought a $100 
million class action suit against 
Hughes in July charging him 
with stock manipulation and 
fraud. 
Bader said his client feared a 
six-year statute of limitations 
would expire before Hughes or 
his representatives respond. 
Hughes must show why he 
should not be declared legally 
dead since “ he has effectively 
not been seen or heard from, 
and whose absence is not 
satisfactorily explained, for a 
period of five years.”

New York City didn't 'fold' 


as unions advance $100 million 
$2.5 million land fraud scheme 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Today 
was the day New York City was 
supposed to fold.

The next scheduled day for 
default is September 15 
In last-minute maneuvering 
Thursday, municipal unions 
lent the city $100 million in pen­ 
sion funds to avoid default.

I^bor leaders, according to 
the mayor’s office, said they 
would use $100 million in their 
pension funds to purchase bonds 
sold by the Municipal As­ 
sistance Corp. — the state 
agency created to raise money 
for the city.

American l^and Re­ 
search and Federal Land 
Research 
Beaver said the year long in­ 


vestigation into the case 
showed the companies were set 
up specifically for the scheme. 
He said the scheme involved 
selling arid desert land zoned 
for agricultural preserve in 
small lots after advertising it 
as land that could be developed 
and zoned for industrial, 
residential and recreational 
use. 
He said under the Agricultur­ 
al Preserve Act the land could 
not legally be sold in lots of less 
than 20 acres and could not be 
rezoned or developed

It was 
when she was eight that her parents, William and 
Ellen McKay purchased the house from Henry W. Fab­ 
ing in 1902 The current visit was her second to her 
former home She had come back in 1969 just after the 
Historical Society purchased the home, and before any 
restoration had taken place 
Mrs Montague expressed delight with the work the 
society has done so far on the house She was especial­ 
ly pleased to hear that the cupola which her family had 
removed in 1908 is to be restored 
The McKav familv built the interior stairway in the 
house and finished the upstairs bedrooms. They 
created a bathroom and pantry from a small down­ 
stairs bedroom and wired the house for electricity. (At 
that time, the outbuildings and barn extended over to 
M Street.> 
Mrs Montague told society members that the little 
room now called “ the museum room” where artifacts 
and various local memorabilia are featured, was her 
father’s storeroom for stocks purchased from ships 
out of San Francisco He was not only a farmer and 
thresher, but agent for the Pacific Steamship Com­ 
pany, wharfinger at Lompoc Landing for a time, and 
also had a stage coach 
In 1910 the McKay family moved into the next block 
east. That two-story house is still there. It was home 
for Charles and Betsy Burgess for many years. 
Approximately 150 visitors viewed the historic Vic­ 
torian home on North L Street over the Labor Day 
weekend and 72 visited the Artesia Schoolhouse, a se­ 
cond historic landmark established by the Historical 
Society.

DETROIT (UPI) - Nine 
m ore w itnesses appeared 
before a federal grand jury on 
the third day of its investiga­ 
tion of the disappearance of 
former Teamsters boss James 
Hoffa Federal sources said two 
of them did not cooperate. 
The sources said Joseph Bane 
Sr., an official of Teamsters 
Local 614, and B ane's son 
refused to answer any questions 
when they appeared Thursday. 
Bane and his son. also an of­ 
ficial of Local 614, each spent 
about three minutes before the 
grand jury 
Another federal grand jury is 
investigating the local's finan­ 
cial affairs but federal sources 
did not say if this was a reason 
for the refusal to cooperate. 
The two were called because 
they know Hoffa — who headed 
the International Teamsters un­ 
ion for 13 years — and because 
Local 614 is in Pontiac, not far 
from Hoffa’s suburban home 
and only a few miles from 
where he vanished July 30 
Leonard Schultz, a Detroit 
labor consultant, spent over 
two hours before the grand 
jury He was once identified as 
one of three men Hoffa planned 
to meet the day he disappeared. 


Schultz did not say what he 
told the grand jury. He said he 
"did everything” he could to 
cooperate — in contrast to an 
earlier threat to refuse to 
answer any questions. 


The grand jury is seeking in­ 
formation — but not indict­ 
ments — to determine how and 
why Hoffa disappeared. 


The 62-year-old union leader 
was last seen standing outside a 
suburban Detroit restaurant 
where, he told his family, he 
had an appointm ent with 
reputed Mafia chieftain Antho­ 
ny Giacalone. 


Giacalone has not appeared 
before the grand jury, but his 
son and a brother were the first 
two m ajor witnesses Tues­ 
day. 


A self-described foster son of 
Hoffa. Charles “ Chuckie" 
O’Brien, admitted he was in the 
area at the time Hoffa vanished 
but said that was a coincidence. 
O’Brien appeared before the 
grand jury Wednesday. Accord­ 
ing to his lawyer, he refused to 
answer some questions because 
he felt the panel was investigat­ 
ing Teamsters affairs rather 
than Hoffa's disappearance.

Riles, superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, said the final 
decision on whether the bill will 
become law rests with the Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 


Brown has not publicly taken 
a position on the bill, but says 
he is against any effort to ap­ 
proach collective bargaining 
for government workers in 
piecem eal fashion. One of 
Brown’s chief spokesman for 


employe bargaining. Ray Fi­ 
sher. has characterized the 
proposal as piecemeal.

He said the "economic en­ 
vironment" of school district 
will not allow higher teacher 
salaries now. no matter how 
much additional bargaining 
power is given to teachers.

Any notion Otto may have had that 
this visit was calculated to lend him 
comfort was punctured by an angry 
Davis.

Rockefeller in Damascus 


Oh sure, Nelson Rockefeller’s prin­ 
cipal purpose on his trip to the south, 
where he discovered that his affection 
for George Wallace was like that toward 
a fraternity brother, was politics. So 
what else is new? Edward Kennedy 
began the pilgrimage to the shrine at 
Montgomery years ago, and it was hard­ 
ly to be expected that 
politicians to the right 
of Senator Kennedy — 
which m eans, m er­ 
cifully, about 95 per 
cent of all elected of­ 
ficials — should cavil 
at the hypocrisy of 
Nelson 
Rockefeller, 
whose opsimathy on a 
number of m atters is 
not to be deplored, or 
condescended to, but 
welcomed. 
It is difficult to un­ 
derstand why the critics automatically 
assume that the politician who, like 
Nelson Rockefeller, made his reputation 
substantially by his identification with 
the excesses of the welfare state, should 
not now retreat from his form er posi­ 
tion. After all, Richard Nixon was the 
anti-Communist fire-eater. He saw, or 
thought he saw, that conditions had sub­ 
stantially changed, and accordingly in­ 
itiated moves toward a detente with the 
sa m e m a in la n d C h in e se w hose 
sequestration had been an article of faith 
for him for decades. 
How can one tell that a politician is be­ 
ing hypocritical? Well, of course one 
can’t tell, not absolutely; and it is 
generally safe to assume that a change in 
direction is an indication of political op­ 
portunism. But political opportunism, in 
a self-governing society, is not all bad. If 
a politician changes his position from an 
advocate of forced busing to an opponent 
of forced busing on the simple grounds 
that the overwhelming number of his 
constituents black and white are opposed 
to forced busing, that isn’t necessarily 
delinquent statesmanship. It is only 
when the tergiversation involves a 
genuinely seditious assault on what is 
clearly right and what is clearly wrong 
that you have moral surrender. Pontius 
Pilate’s bending to the will of the crowd 
is the legendary example. 
Nobody ever said Rockefeller was 
dumb, or that he is insensitive to critical 
developments. So why should he not be 
sen sitiv e to th e ab u ses of sta te 
welfarism? The very week that he went 
to Montgomery, Alabama, to declare his 
solidarity with George W allace in 
criticizing 
indiscrim inate 
federal 
w elfare spending, Tim e M agazine 
opened its obstinately liberal-minded 
Domestic Affairs section with an attack

on welfare that might have appeared in 
the pages of National Review. “ If there 
is one thing that the politicians and the 
public agree on” — Time’s editors began 
— “ it is that the U.S. has the world’s 
worst welfare mess. 
In fact, it has a monster: a system that 
costs some 45 billion dollars a year at all 
levels of government, delivers benefits 
to 25 million people and requires a 
q u a rte r of a m illion g o vernm ent 
employes to administer it.” 
Trie American people believe in help­ 
ing those who badly need help, but “ prac­ 
tically everyone feels that welfare has 
become a hydra — sustaining many who 
do not deserve help, breeding incredible 
bureaucracy and inefficiency.” With 
Time’s nice eye for color, it quotes New 


York’s State Commissioner for Social 
Services who recently suggested that the 
state might be better off to “ strip every 
t h i r d p e r s o n ( in t h e w e l f a r e 
bureaucracy) of his or her typewriter 
and telephone, encourage them to play 
bridge or do anything that comes into 
their heads — except to send out more in­ 
structions, forms and guidelines.” 
It transpires that President Ford has 
selected Nelson Rockefeller to preside 
over regional inquiries into welfare 
reform. It would be easier to make a lot 
of sarcastic cracks on the order of 
sending out the fox to guard the 
chickens. But they should be resisted. 
My ow n g u e s s is t h a t Ne l s on 
R ockefeller’s views on w elfare are 
sharply different from what they were 


ten years ago. After all, the alternative 
is to conclude that Nelson Rockefeller is 
blind. Blind to facts and developments 
ovbious to more precocious critics of 
social welfarism ten years ago. But why 
should we, to express a ten-year-old 
resentm ent, be hostile to Nelson 
Rockefeller’s conversion? Such an at­ 
titude towards converts would have im­ 
mobilized St. Paul. I myself have no 
g r e a t e r 
o b j e c t i o n 
to 
N e l s o n 
Rockefeller’s leading us back from state 
welfarism, than I would to Henry Kis­ 
singer leading us back from detente. 
When Mr. Rockefeller is through ex­ 
amining the system and its deficiencies 
we shall see what recommendations he 
makes. And evaluate the profundity of 
his conversion.

Relatives responsibility? 


How would you like to be compelled to 
furnish county officials with a detailed 
accounting of your personal financial af­ 
fairs as required of welfare applicants 
even though you have never sought 
welfare benefits? 
Ridiculous, you say! It can’t happen! 
Well, it happens all the time. And, unless 
legislation as contained in SB 1208 
authored by Senator H.L. 
“ Bill” 
Richardson is passed, it will contiue for 
California residents who have living 
parents or adult children. 
The problem stems from laws enacted 
as early as 1872 which declared it to be 
the duty of parents to assist their 
children and the children to assist the 
parents. This homey principle was con­ 
sidered a basic moral obligation in the 
days when the state was chiefly one of 
agrarian economy. Living on farms, 
growing ample food, people not only took 
care of their own but often any hapless 
shirttail relative down on his luck. 
Urbanization has changed all that. The 
average wage earner today is hard put to 
maintain a roof large enough to cover his 
wife and children and put sufficient 
groceries on the table at soaring super­ 
m arket prices. Also contributing to this 
inability to do more than care for one’s 
immediate family has been the imposi­ 
tion of taxes not heard of when the law­ 


makers wrote their doctrine 100 years 
ago. 
While it can still be argued that the 
moral principle of being responsible for 
one’s relatives hasn’t changed, the 
development of the welfare program 
puts things in a different light. Why, peo­ 
ple ask, should they pay taxes for 
welfare programs and then be required 
to assume personal responsibility for 
adult relatives who apply for welfare? 
This rubs hard when it is realized only a 
small percentage of relatives of those 
drawing welfare benefits are subjected 
to such additional assessments. 


In the case of children being required 
to support parents there is often the 
gross unfairness of levying on only one of 
several offspring simply because he is 
the only California resident. It makes no 
mind that he might also be the poorest of 
the litter. 


That responsibility for parents has 
been sorely argued over the years but 
was reaffirmed by the 1927 Legislature. 
Some provisions were removed in the 
early 1960’s but were subsequently 
restored. Senator Ralph Dills, a foe of 
such laws since his days in the Assembly 
back in 1940, renewed his battle against 
what he term s “ a most cruel law’ this 
year. But the Dills bill would only 


remove the responsibility of children for 
parents. Richardson’s bill does that and 
also strikes out the burden placed on 
parents for adult children. 
It is inconceivable tl^ t the early law­ 
makers with their hardnosed views on 
moral principles ever intended that 
parents should bear a responsibility for 
their offspring throughout their entire 
lives. Nowhere in all animal life can 
there be found any species which fails to 
term inate the weaning period. Yet, in its 
recent application by some counties, the 
law has been used to compel payments 
from parents for welfare benefits ex­ 
tended to able bodied adults. 
A most sensational stir was caused in 
Sacram ento County when one, of a 
number of parents hauled into court, 
refused to contribute to the support of a 
30-year-old son whose chief reason for 
welfare was an aversion to work. In that 
case the judge declared the law 
ridiculous. 
However, without legislative remedy, 
citizens are still open to the prying into 
their personal finances by officious 
county authorities if a parent or adult 
child is a welfare recipient. And they can 
be made to reimburse the county for 
such benefits including such things as 
county hospital bills and other benefit 
debts incurred.

Editor, 
In regard to the article by Mr. Proctor 
relating to classified employes salary 
negotiations, I would like to correct a 
couple of misconceptions. 
First, the school districts’ offer is the 
implementation of a salary survey study 
by a Mr. Donald Johnson, a private com­ 
pany, and a 2 per cent across the board 
(cost of living) raise. Mr. Johnson in his 
recom m endations specifies that his 
study is a survey of 1974-75 salaries in 
comparable schools and agencies in the 
surrounding area. He also recommends 
that the district implement his survey to 
place all em ployes in the co rrect 
relationship with other positions in this 
district. His recommendations places 
the salaries of employes in the median 
range of comparable position of the 
schools and agencies surveyed based on 
1974-75 salaries. 
Mr. Johnson further recommends that 
the district grant an adequate across the 
board (cost of living) raise. This would 
keep the employes salaries in the median 
range which his survey of 1974-75 
salaries would place us. 
Although som e em ployes would 
receive a considerable increase to bring 
them into the range recommended by 
Mr. Johnson, approximately 20 per cent 
of the classified employes would receive 
only the 2 per cent increase offered by 
the district. 
Another area of contention is the dis­ 
tricts fringe benefit contribution. After 
m any y ears of negotiation, CSEA 
brought the Districts contribution for 
classified employes almost to an amount 
which would cover the cost of the Family 
Plan Health and Accident Insurance. 
This year, the H & A Ins. Co. has in­ 
formed us that the cost of the Family 
Plan will increase $169.80 per year We 


feel we need an increase of the district 
contribution to help offset this huge in­ 
crease. 
Mr. Proctor refers to a “ Peace Bid.” 
The districts’ offer has not changed 
significantly in the months of negotia­ 
tions. CSEA chapter No. 257 is unaware 
of any "Peace Bid” or anything which 
could be considered as such. 
Lastly we are aware that many are 
disturbed by ever increasing tax rates. I 
would point out that all classified 
employes are also taxpayers and feel 
the tax bite hits them as much or more 
than others in higher paying positions. 
Many of the classified positions have 
salaries that start at $7000 a year or less. 
Custodial salaries start at $6956 for a full 
12 months year. Many of the Instruc­ 
tional Aides (who would receive only the 
2 per cent raise) make approximately 
$4000 a year. The salaries of these aides 
would increase approximately $80.00 a 
year under the district’s proposal. 
Unfortunately the salaries of all public 
employes come out of our taxes. This in­ 
cludes school employes (classified, 
teachers and adm inistration), city 
em ployes, county em ployes, state 
employes, and Federal employes. 
Also included in this are all direct or 
indirect employes and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. The economy of this area is 
greatly dependent on the spending of the 
people who fall into these various 
categories. Before you condemn public 
employes when they request salary in­ 
creases, find out what portion of your in­ 
come comes from their spending 
or 
taxes.
